Jersey), Gordon, Gray, 


White and Camden known aa warm 
friends of the administration, refused 
to be parties to ihe compromise when 
they were informed that it did not 
meet with the wishes of the president. 
It seems that these gentlemen signed 
the compromise papor under a misappre- 
hension. They sj.v thit they were led 
to believe wheu tliey attached their 
signatures to the document that the 
plan met with tho full approval of the 
president and the secretary of the 
treasury. 


"The Couriei-Journal correspondent 


asked Senator Lindsay to-day how he 
came to sign tin- paper since he waa 
well knojajn to lx> a ktaunch supporter 
of the administration in its Sght for 
unconditional repeal. He replied: 'Of 
course I should not have put my name 
to the Utter if I had not believed it 
to be, if not agieeablc, at least 
not objectionable to the adminis- 
tration people. 1 thought I had 
good 
reasons for believing that 


the 
president and the secretary 


Of the treasury would uotserioualy ob- 
ject to the terms of the agreement. It 
came to me ID an apparently reasona- 
ble way that the concession would f» 
acceptable all around, and under these 
circumstances I did not see anything 
left for me to do but call in my friends 
who have been acting1 with"me all 
along iu favor of unconditional repeal, 
and ia this way reconcile democratic 
differences. How such a misunder- 
standing could havo occurred among 
the friends of the administration 
perplexes me as it does a number 
of senators on our Hide, but I shall not 
undertake to solve the mystery. 
Suffi- 


cient for me to kuow, and I only know 
U from the public press, that the ad- 
ministration is against the comprom- 
ise and that without democratic har- 
mony at both ends of the avenue no 
compromise can succeed. 


If the reported administration op- 


position is indeed a fact, and I 
have no doubt that it is, I shall have 
to accept the situation. I stand where 
I have always stood iu favor of the un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman act, 
and to accomplish that end I will vote 
for a cloture rule in the senate if the 
opportunity is afforded me.'

"Now, to the absolute and personal 


knowledge of the Courier-Journal cor- 
respondent, the secretary of tbe treas- 
ury knew nothing about it until nearly 
10 o'clock p. m. Saturday. It happened 
that just a few minutes before that 
hour the Courier-Journal correspond- 
ent asked Secretary Carlisle if there 
was any change in the financial situa- 
tion upon the part of the administra- 
tion, and he replied: 'No, sir. The ad- 
ministration stands to-day where it has 
stood all along—on the line of the 
president's message calling congress 
together in favor of the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act. 


"As I turned to leave the room I met

—Pried Veal Cutlets.--The veal should] 


be out thin, pounded and fried brown. 
In eweet lard or beef dippings, then 
dipped in a batter of half a pint of 
mUk, beaten eftg, salt aud flour, and 
fried again until brown. Spoonfuls of 
the batter may be fried and served 
on slices of meat—Farm, Field and 
Fireside. 


—Tea Mnffina—Two scant measuring 


euptulsof flour, three teaspoonfuls of 
baking1 powder, salt, arid one table- 
spoonful of sugar. Stir these together 
and add one full cup of mUlfe stirring 
round and round lastly add two table- 
spoonfuls of melted lard and butter. 
About one-rounding tablespoonful will 
make two when melted. Put into an 
oven not too hot at first, and increase 
the heat a* they bake. Bake about 
twenty-five minutes.—Good Housekeep- 
ing. 


—Snow Custard.—Soak half a pack- 


age of gelatine in * cup of cold water 
for half an hour, addonepintof boiling 
water and two cups of sugar, stir until 
the gelatine and sugar dissolve, squeeze 
in the juice of a lemon, beat the whites 
of three eggs, add to the mixture when 
Bold. Set on Ice to thicken, put in 
small cuj* to mold. . When firm, turn 
out into a large glass dish and pour a 
[juart of rich custard around the sides. 
Serva very cold.—Home Queen. 


—Poached Eggs with Velvet Sauce.— 


For six eggs take half a pint of good 
chicken or veal broth well seasoned, 
thicken it slightly and meantime poach 
the eggs; lift them with, a skimmer 
each upon a square of buttered toast 
and pour the sauce around. White 
sauce may ba substituted when the 
iish becomes poached eggs with cream 
gravy, or yon may use brown gravy of 
any sort. Tomato sauce poured over 
poached eggs laid on toast makes a' 
most delightful and savory breakfast. 
—Country Gentleman. 


—Yeast for Hot Weather.—A corre- 


spondent says: You will find this will 
keep well in hot weather. In four 
quarts of water boil two ounces of hopsi 
half ab hour, strain and let stand until1 
lukewarm, then add two tablespoon- 
Hols of salt, one-half a pint of sugar 
and a pint of flour. Mix all smoothly 
together; on the third day add three 
pounds of potatoes boiled and mashed. 
Let It stand over night; strain, bottle' 
and keep in a cool cellar. Stir fre- 
quently and keep near the fire while 
making. One-half a cupful will make 
six good-sized loaves.—Prairie Farmer 


—Irish Potato Soup.—Peel a quart of 


nice white potatoes, and boil them in a 
gallon of water. When they are well 
done, take them out and mash fine. 
Season with pepper, salt, and butter to 
taste, and add two onions chopped fine, 
or a bunch of celery chopped fine, if 
preferred. Keturn the mixture to the 
boiling water, and let it boil fifteen 
mlnutea. Beat very light two eggs,i 
into which stir a cupful of sweet cream, 
and add it to the soup. Many persons 
also like to have two or three slices of 
toast put In with the cream Let the 
whole boil up once, and serve. This is 
tempting both to the eye and the 
palate.—Harper's Bazar.

SNAKE CHARMING. 
\ Talk About the Art ana Its Dangers UT 


a Professional. 


"Snake charming has become a com- 


mon thing nowadays," said a profes- 
sional snake handler the other day, 
after reading the account of "Dot" 
Sonwell's mishap, "and the danger 
About the work is just sufficient to at- 
tract some people. Yes, there is al- 
ways danger unless the poisonous fangs 
tire extracted. It is almost impossible 
to charm, or rather drug, some species 
of snakes so that they can always be 
depended upon They are a treacherous 
Bet, and more so when they have the 
poisonous fangs in their mouth. They 
know right away when their fangs 
have been extracted. They seem to 
lose their pride and ferocity and they 
will try to eneak away rather than to 
offer defiance. I have known the fiercest 
diamond-back ever brought from Flor- 
ida coil down as tame as a lamb when 
its poison fan"g was taken out. Most 
bf the snakes handled by charmers on 
the stage are harmless so far as poison- 
ing any one is concerned. It should be 
a crime, too, to let those with the fangs 
in be exhibited. 


"What are the secrets of snake 


charming? O, well, they are simple— 
Simpler than most people imagine In 
the first place the snake to be handled 
Is gorged with food so that it is sleepy 
and drowsy. Then it is ether-drugged 
go that its senses are dazed and quiet. 
Sometimes they are put in boxes con- 
taining ice aud the cold puts them in a 
semi-torpid condition. In either case 
the snake is very gentle and only half 
in the possession of its senses. Then 
the snake charmer uses certain motions 
In handling the reptile, and by dint of 
dexterity and strength the snake is 
easily passed from hand to hand and 
allowed to coil its slimy length over 
arms, legs and body. The exhibitor, 
however, must be constantly on the 
alert 
When the snake becomes too 


lively it is time to place it in the box. 
The hand must always grasp it at cer- 
tain places where the head can be 
guided and held from the body Ihis 
is the hardest thing the charmer has 
to learn, but it comes with practice. 
In handling a reptile with the poison- 
ous fangs in, one must be strong and 
in perfect health. Any nervousness or 
temerity might cost him his life. The 
grasp and movements must be precise 
and accurate. There is no room for 
hesitancy or uncertainty, and tho 
Btrai^of one's system during the per- 
formance is great. The charmer is 
really toying with death—and death in 
one of its most horrible forms." - 
Philadelphia Times.
